SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


DECEMBER 25, 


THE MIRACLE OF CHANUCAH 


This is the word of the Lord 
unto Zerubbabel, saying: Not by 
might, nor by power, but by my 
spirit, saith. the Lord of Hosts. 
(Zechariah iv, 7.) | 


-TTERED some 350 years 
before the struggle of the 


Maccabees, this celebrated 


quotation from the Haftara for the 
Sabbath of Chanucah gives power- 


ful emphasis to the. whole pom of 


the. Chanucah story, 

The message js delivered at a 
fateful point in world history, for 
two great civilisations that were to 
leave a lasting influence on the 
world of man were then in process 
of maturing. It was the sixth cen- 


‘tury B.c.E., the period of Zechariah, 
that saw the beginnings of the art, 


literature, and philosophy of the 
Greeks taking root. Following in 
the wake of Greek conquests it was 
fated, in the course of the next few 
centuries, to sweep © across the 


known world. And it was also in 


the course. of these same centuries, 
the “ silent centuries” as they have 
been called, for little record is left 
of them, that’ Judaism passes into 
its most formative period. They 


were fertile centuries when the men 


of the Great Assembly, the body of 
teachers and interpreters of the 
Torah, set up by Ezra the Scribe, 
were fulfilling their aim of spread: 
ing knowledge of the Torah among 
the masses of the people. It was 
due to their devoted work: 


took place; Jewish 
men, women, and children were 


ready. to lay down their lives jin 


defence of their traditions and 


thought that evoked this spirited 
resistance. In the course of. the 
centuries, from Philo to’ Maimon- 
ides, the Jew showed that, without 
detriment :to his faith, he could 
absorb it, utilise it, and come to 
terms with it.

I looked with amazement 
at the underground chambers, burial 
catacombs, the building skill, and 
ornamentations of that period. They 
are a revelation for the. visitor. The 
Beit Sh’arim area was recently 
beautifully landscaped and a museum 
and restaurant were also opened there. 
A-litthe further away, in the valley 
of Jezreel.. 1 visited the excavations at 
Megidda, that city of antiquity which 
in Biblical and earlier periods served 
as a. strategic: poimt of great 
actually commanded 
the. Via. Maris, the route from Egypt 
to. Mesopotamia. and: Syria. Megidda 
was .also the key to Northern Israel. 
Here. too, the work of reconstruction 
and landscaping is commendable. 
“Two other sites where the work 
of reconstruction merits special men- 
tion are Shivta and Avdat, the two 
Nebatean and Byzantige cities in the 
Negev. Avdat is the “Pompeii of 
Israel. Its ruins tell us an enthralling 
story. Among the remains visitors 
will find an elaborate Roman bath- 


house with steam-heat installations 
built to refresh the desert-weary

AT. -this mid-winter season’ the - 
members of “every Tewish house- 
hold—young and. old alike— 


eagerly. kindle the lights of the 


Menorah. Even those who are 
not usually meticulous’ about the 
performance of Jewish ritual take 
delight» in spontaneously carrying 
out this: ancient ritual. For. more 
than two thousand years Chanucah 


has proclaimed an intrinsic and 


specific message which differentiates 
it from all other festivities this 
season has produced. It com- 
memorates. the triumph. of light 
over darkness in.a definite context 
of world history, which preserved - 
the values of Judaism for that and 
future generations. 


Those who kindle the C hanucah 
lights cannot remain indifferent to 
the Maccabean message: If there 
is: One. thought which . it. evokes 

— our hearts, it must be that 

Jewish consciousness and: self- 
pres In this happy. land of free- 
dom and toleration we do not need 
to be heroes or martyrs, like the 
Maccabees, imn-order to 
proclaim our adherence to Judaism. 
But’ we should be utterly false to 
their ideals—and making a hypo- 
critical mockery of the Menorah— 
if we. attempted to inte: ‘mingle 
Chanucah with Christmas festivi- 
ties. Our Christian: neighbours have 
their. religious. festival ‘and we have 
‘ours,. and we should both rejoice 
that we can. bear public: witness to. 


our respective: faiths: Especially 
must. we consider -the impression- 
able minds and hearts: of: our 


children. Fortunately, the institu- 
tion of Jewish. Child’s Day—which 
will be observed next. Sunday—has 
become. a powerful medium for 
strengthening Jewish loyalties in the 


younger generation. | 
The » Maccabees. established the 


principle of the rights and duties 
of. religious minorities, and. this: 
same. principle has also become 
part of the British constitution. We 
shall preserve’ both’ Jewish and 
British traditions if we maintain it 
in practice, and uphold a way of life . 
which shines so brightly. against the 
darkness that prevails totali-

Beduin Arabs. 
stress my Jewishness. 
greatest friends in Israel are the mem- 
bers of the Turkish Kibbutz of 
Hagoshrim in Upper Galilee. I am 


‘ welcome to return there always, 


I think it is misleading to generalise 
on the character of. any race. I am 


interested in the Beduin Arabs and 


the gipsies; | know that the former 


are usually described as treacherous 


and cruel, the latter as dirty and 
thievish. I have spent much of my 
life with Beduins and  gipsies, 
especially the latter, and I have 


found the character of both races to 


be exactly opposite to that of popular 


opinion. Both are lovable peoples, 


My knowledge of the Beduin people’ 


has not been superficial, not confined 


merely to my- friendship with the 


‘Israeli Beduin village of Toobah, of 
which I write in my book. My son 
was born among the Beduin Arabs of 
Djerba, the Tunisian island, ahd has 
the Djerba Shiekh for god-father, 


whereas my daughter has a French-_ 
Jewish god-father. 


When 1 lived 
among the Beduins of Djerba they 
respected my Jewish upbringing and 
knew me as Jewish. 


Most people do some sort of volun- 
tary social work. Such work for me 
—in a very amateur sort of way—has 
been to work for friendship—and 
even love—between Jew and Arab, 
gipsy and non-gipsy. To some exterit 
I have succeeded, for, as a Jew, I can 
claim a great company of friends 
among both races. ection between

In making his hero a Jew Joyce was 
emphasising the fact that the complete 
man always includes the exile. :

There is thus something of the Jew in 
Everyman. Yet Bloom is not an abstract 
Everyman. He is the homme moyen 
sensuel, half-educated, unsuccessful in 
love and business, never wholly accepted 
by his fellows, haunted by dreams, 
desires, frustrations, regrets, as well as 
by crude lusts and curiosities. And he 
also. Ulysses: in associating his 
unheroic adventures with those of the 
Greek hero Joyce is aiming at that con- 
Stantly shifting scale, that deliberate 
mixing of points of view and standards 
of significance, that is such an important 
part of his xsthetic-method, But Bloom 
emerges as more than the modern little 
man expanding and contracting between 
heroism -and ‘triviality. Though he is 
but half-educated his constant desire {or 
knowledge, his fumbling but relentless 
Of stich information as he possesses. 
fe onder to find ways of improving the 
fatman lot and making both men and 
mommals happier, is an aspect of his 
Charecter we cannot help admiring.

The American paperback 
publishing industry has just celebrated 
its tenth anniversary. Paperbacks cur- 
rently sell ina proportion of ten to one 
hardcover book and the sale of paper- 
backs is growing at the rate of about 
20 per cent a year, ag against a 5 per 
cent increase of regular trade book 
consumption. 


Currently there are about 200 paper- 
backs by and about Jews on the drug- 
store shelves and the news stands, to 
say nothing of the thousands of new and 
unconventional outlets. for paperbacks, 
such as the five-and-ten stores, like 
Woolworths. American educators speak 
of the paperback “revolution” — in 
literacy. This. “revolution” is strongly 
felt and has far-reaching consequences in 


the area of books by and about Jews. For.. 


example, the first paperback printing of 
“ Exodus ” was three million copies, and 
over one million paperback copies of 
“ Only in America ” are said to have been 
sold already. .Yesterday’s best-selling 
books by and about Jews, such as 
“Remember Me to God,” by Myron 
Kaufmann, and Wouk’s omnipresent 
“ Marjorie” rolled up, and are continu- 
ing to muster, similar astronomical sales 
figures. 
The paperback industry. is a veritable 
godsend for “quality books” long out » 
of print and too costly to reissue in 


a spate of Jewish Publication Society 
volumes have ‘been revived as. paper- 
backs. The availability on thousands of 
‘sales counters. of such books as Israel 
Abrahams’s “Jewish Life in the Middle 

ges, Solomon: Schechter’s. “* Studies in 
Judaism,” Wolfson’s Spinoza,” Buber’s 
major works on Chassidism and on his: 
philosophy of the Dialogue, together 
with such study texts as the. “ Jewish 
History” by.

all the “ propaganda and education ” of 
all the Zionist bodies combined, And all 
American Jewish community relations 
agencies (what wag once upon a time 
designated “the fight against! antisemi- 
lism” now goes by the Mame of 
“community relations”), with their 
combined budgets ef some tén million 
dollars a vear, have not suceeeded in 
creating as much sympathy for Jews, 
while dispelling misconceptions, as Harry 
Golden's and Hyman Kaplan’s close-ups 
of the Jewish East Side of yesterday.

Ardon; an Israeli painter whom one 
should not hesitate. to mention in one 
breath with the modern masters referred 
Though he is not unknown. 
outside his own country and has pic- 
tures hanging in any number of Euro- 
pean and American galleries, there can 
be little doubt that his stubborn insis- 
tence on remaining in his “ province,” 
despite repeated’ invitations to settle 
abroad, has contributed to making his 
work less known that it would be if he 
had settled in a metropolis. He has now 
completed a very large triptych, which, : 
if properly exhibited, would. leave no 


doubt at all of his position as one of 


the foremost contemporary painters 
furthermore, this masterwork is of the

highest Jewish interest. In the presence 


of a work of this nature the quibbling —

Before settling in Palestine in 1934, 
-Ardon had been at the hb of the 
Central European art world in Germany.

With the advent of Hitler to power he 
left Germany for Israel, where he has 
lived ever since. .

He ‘Fought or Emancipation 


By Rabbi Dr. H. RABINOWIC 


THE righteous of all creeds, 
races, and peoples are 
heirs of immortality,” say 
the rabbis, and one of these heirs 
is surely Thomas  Babington 
Macaulay (1800-1859), 
one hundred years ago (December 
29). Prince of the ‘pen, statesman, 
administrator, orator, essayist, his- 


‘torian, he played a great part in 


the struggle for Jewish emancipa- 
‘tion in England. 
There were many. factors in: 


Macaulay's background that com- 


' bined to make him the champion 


of the underprivileged. His father, 
Zachary, son of a Scottish minister 
and. editor of the “ Anti-Slavery 


Reporter,” devoted much of his life’ 


to fighting the slave trade, and his 
passionate love of freedom — was 
inherited by his son. 


“ Absurd Restrictions ” 


Macaulay's interest in the Jewish 
question was soon aroused. Writing 
to Mr. Macvey Napier on January 
25, 1830, he gives fhe first inkling 
of his sympathies. “The Jews are 
about to petition Parliament for 


relief from the absurd restrictions 


which lie on them—ihe last relic of 
the old system of intolerance. I 
have been appealed to by some of 
them in the name of the managers
